• A clean-up campaign is being in- 
augurated* by the Bjireau of War 
Risk Insurance for the purpose of 
reaching all ex-service men who are 
entitled to present claims under the 
War Risk Insurance Act and the Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation Act is under 
way. 
Hundreds of thousands of letters 


and questionaires are being prepared 
for distribution to Red Cross Chap- 
ters to be sent out by them to all ex- 
service men \vithin their jurisdiction. 
Miss Margaret McMillan, the local 
Red Cross Secretary, has been ad- 
vised of the proposed campaign and 
is at work on the list of ex-service 
men in this country. 
The list of the 


draft board will be available, also the 
information 
compiled by 
Messrs. 


Foulk and Eichelberger in their book 
recently issued, "Adams County in 
the World War," and also from the 
mass of information already in the 
possession of the local Red Cross 
Chapter. 
The Clean-up Squad will visit those 


cities in which the War Risk Bureau 
sub-district offices are located and 
for Adams county that will be at 
Harrisburg. In addition to the visits 
of the squad, the Bureau proposes to 
call a mass meeting or conference in 
each congressional district through- 
out the State, of representatives of 
all organizations interested In the 
welfare 
of 
ex-service 
men 
and 


women. 
These representatives will 


be asked to bring with them to the 
meeting the names and addresses and 
zll other data obtainable of all cases 
known to need medical care or treat- 
ment, or adjustment of claims for 
compensation or vocational training. 


When the squad does meet in the 


sub-district office nearest to our com- 
munity, it will carefully review all 
papers which have been brought to 
the preliminary meetings ~and will 
then send for those claimants whom 
it wishes to meet In person. Neces- 
sary transportation and subsistence 
orders will be forwarded when appli- 
cants have filed the proper form- 
When for any reason it Is Impossi- 
ble to call in a claimant while the 
squad Is in session, he will be met by 
a second group of Bureau War Risk 
Insurance representatives, who will 
follow the initial squad. 


In view of this clean-up campaign 


the Red Cross has issued a short 
pamphlet giving full Information of 
the proposed work, which in part 
follows: 
What the Red Cross Does for the 


Disabled Ex-Service Man. 


You served your country during 


the war. and as a result of that ser- 
vice developed disabilities which en- 
title you not alone to governmental 
aid but to certain additional services 
from the American Red Cross- 


First let us consider the subject of: 


Compensation and Medical Service. 


If you have not already asked for 


the benefits due you from the gov- 
ernment, or if you have asked and 
not received them, your first step 
should be to apply to a recognized 
agency offering help In such cases. 
Your nearest Red Cross Chapter is 
such an agency. At the Chapter of- 
fice a secretary will provide you with 
and show you how to fill out the 
blank known as War Risk Form No. 
526. an application for compensation- 
After this blank is properly filled out. 
you may be advised by the doctor 
who examined you that you will have 
to furnish affidavits which will show: 


1. That your disability is really 


due to your war service. These af- 
fidavits are provided usually by com- 
rades and ph}-5lc5ans. 


2. That others are dependent upon 


you. Proof of this entitles you to 
more money from the government. 


The Red Cross Chapter will help 


you make out all of these papers in 
proper form. 


The Next Step. 


When your claim and affidavits are 


properly made out and filed, the Red 
Cross Chapter will put you In touch 
with the proper medical officer of the 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance. 
If 


your condition is such tha* you need 
immediate medical attention, the Red 
Cross through the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance, will help you. 
In the District Government Office. 
Government work for disabled men 


is done through district offices, lo- 
cated in large centers throughout the 
country. In 
your 
district 
office, 


which the Red Cross has .helped you 
to reach, you may be told: 


1. That your case calls for occa- 


sional 
medical treatment. In this 


event the Red Cross worker at the 
government district office will help 
you. If you have no money, in various 
ways. 


2. That you should go to a hospi- 


tal. If so, the Rod Cross sees that 
the following things among others, 
are done for you: 


(a) In the first place, it will help 


you get to the hospital to which the 
government assigns you, 


(b) It provides means for such 


recreation as the doctors allow you 
to enjoy. 
(c) The Red Cross follows up 


your compensation claims which may 
be pending before the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance. 


(d) It helps you file your claim 


for vocational training if your dis- 
ability entitles you to such claim. 
'(e) It looks after the welfare of 


your • family through the Home Ser- 
vice Section of your Home Chapter^ 


3. That you should be sent home- 


In such a case financial aid when 
needed is furnished pending the out- 
come of the adjustment of your com- 
pensation claim on which the gov- 
ernment is acting.

Jacob G. Slonaker former County 


Treasurer of Adams county, and now 
supervising prohibition enforcement 
agent for the Pennsylvania dittrictt 
in an interview this week in the 
Philadelphia Ledger gave an inter- 
esting account of the work of boot- 
leggers in smuggling rum into Phila- 
delphia."- Among other 
things 
he 


said that bootleggers jjave even gone 
so. far that when a schooner loaded 
with whiskey came into the Dela- 
ware River, they notified the Federal 
agents by telephone that a schooner 
of a certain name was coming up the 
river. The voice at the other end of 
the telephone would tell where the 
vessel \vas to dock, the name of her 
captain and where the illicuS liquor 
would be stored. Naturally the Fed- 
eral agents would become excited 
and watch for the vessel. 


"They would watch the river and. 


sure enough, the schooner which was 
named over the telephone would 
heave into view. She would be "fol- 
loxved by Federal agents and her un- 
loading 
watched. 
Then 
Federal 


agents would descend upon the ship 
and find that the crew were unload- 
ing crates of tomatoes or bags of 
sand or some other cargo. 
They 


would express surprise at the inter- 
ruption of their work by Federal 
agents. 


"'What really happened was this: 


The spies of the bootleggers made 
certain 
that 
Government agents 


would be at a certain spot and watch 
for the decoy schooner. They knew 
where the Government men were. 
Then another schooner loaded with 
whisky would come up the river and 
cock and unload her "cargo without 
being molested. The trick worked 
just once until the Government offi- 
cials became wise.'' 


Mr. Slonaker -would not go into de- 


tails or make public the names of 
the schooners or the unloading points 
of the decoy and other*schooner.
